fresh look. 
If it is not worn 


too badly, the lustre can be re- 
stored to the fabric by sponging 
with castile or ivory soap and 
luke warm water to which a lit- 
tle ammonia has been added. Do 
not, on any account, use an ordi- 
nary common soap or it will leave 
a mark. 
After sponging with 


soap and ammonia water, finish 
off with clean water, then allow 
the car to stand where there is a 
good draft of air so that the up- 
holstery can. be dried quickly. 


Leather upholstery is cleaned in exactly the same way as cloth 


upholstery, except that it should be dried off with a cle,an chamois 
and rubbed up briskly with a dry cloth. It is rarely necessary to 
use a dressing of any kind on the leather. 


If you ha\-e been unfortunate enough to get a few oily marks 


• or stains on the upholstery, they can generally be removed with a 
brush and some ivory soap and luke warm water to which has been 
added a little ammonia. If this does not remove the stain, procure 
a little chloroform from the druggist and apply with a soft cloth. 
Do not on any account use gasoline. It may appear to take out 
the spot,, but it will leave an oily patch behind it that collects dust >-,

While on the subject of spots, 


it frequently happens that you 
get a little tar or grease on the 
varnish. Do not attempt to re- 
move with gasoline or a dry 
cloth. Dip a piece of cheese cloth 
or other soft material in water 
and squeeze out, then pour on a 
little olive oil and rub the spot 
with the tar or grease very gently 
in straight lines, taking care to 
keep as close to the spot as pos- 
sible. 
Finish by lightly polish- 


ing with another piece of dry 
soft cloth.

It is well to remember that the condition of the body 


finish and the upholstery are a big factor in determining the price 
you will get when you want to sell. 


It is a good investment for the owner of a car with cloth up- 


holstery to buy a set of seat cushions for use during the dusty 
summer months. 
The covers will not only keep the upholstery in 


good condition but are much cooler to sit on. When the cool weather 
comes they can be removed if necessary. 
In this way when the 


time comes to sell your car, you have upholstery in good condition 
and have a car for which you can get a higher trade in allowance 
or sell for a good price as a used car.

E have had such, unseasonable weather this 
year that, at the moment of writing, nearly 
everybody complains of having a cold or of 


having just recovered from one. 


To a lai-gc extent it is your own fault when you 


suffer from a cold. When you contract a cold it is 
evidence that your resistance has become lowered, 
making you susceptible to germ infection. 


This particular year the colds seem to be of the 


influenza type. 
That is, the victim complains of 


feeling tired and chilly for a day or two. Then there 
may be an acute attack of sneezing, followed by chills and a sudden 
rise of fever. 


As a rule tho fever subsides after*

twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours, 


leaving the patient exhausted and 
perhaps aching in body and limb. 
When this singe ic reached you 
should stay quietly in bed for an- 
other du.y at least. 


Most people ROt up as soon as the 


fever disappears. They go out and 
of course easily contract more cold. 
Then they find themselves rculiy 
sick and tho doctor diagnoses the 
case as influenza. 


It only one person—tho patient, 


himself—were affected by this lack 
of judgment it would not be so scrl-

or school with n "sniffling" condition 
of tho nose, purhaps sneezes a iot, 
or even coughs).

gauze or paper napkins and throw 
these away, carefully wrapped in a 
paper or a paper tog ready for the 
furnace. 


Keep your room well-vontllatcd, 


but have your bed out of a draft.

feeling much better. It you don't 
feel bolter, then ask your doctor to 
stop in and MPO you. Hia visit may 
save you many days' absence from 
work or play. 


Take rare of these colds and you 


will prevent further infection, which 
is bound to follow if they aro neg- 
lected.
